It was on July 2nd. not the 
4th, that the Continental Congress formally adopted 
Richard Henry Lee s June 7th resolution 
that these 
United Colonies are. and of right ought to be free and 
independent States, that they are absolved from all al­ 
legiance to the British Crown, and that all political connec­ 
tion between them and the State of Great Britain is and 
ought to be totally dissolved." 
Although Congress adopted Jefferson s Declaration 
stating these facts on the hallowed Fourth, not until July 
19th did it vote to inscribe the document on parchment, 
countless reproductions of the scene to the contrary. Nor 
was it even signed by delegates to the Continental Con­ 
gress until August 2nd, with one of the original' signers 
appending his name only in November. Doubtless he was 
waiting to examine more closely the betting odds on 
successful insurrection. 
Even the signers conveniently revised their memories 
by the following year, when—in the midst of the revolu­ 
tionary crisis—Congress falsified its own records to certify 
July 4th as the day it all began. It seemed more important 
to the Revolutionary elite to create an impression of de­ 
cisiveness and national purpose. 
We are hearing a similar call today to re-affirm the

Friedman, 
a widely 
known economist. 
Buying savings bonds is a 
way of life for millions of 
Americans. They hold 068 bil­ 
lion worth of them, or about 
one-fifth of the national debt. 
Last year, 9.5 million persons 
paid an average of 033 per 
month for bonds through pay­ 
roll deduction plans at 40,090 
businesses. 
Friedman, a University of 
Chicago professor, says the in­ 
terest is consistently eaten up 
by inflation caused by the same 
government which pushes bond 


s a l» . 
Current interest is 6 per cent 
if the bond is held for five 
years. A bank savings account 
pays about 5.5 per cent. A 01,- 
000 savings certificate w ill pay 
7.25 per cent if held four years. 
“ Businessmen and bankers 
serve as heads of prominent 
committees urging people to 
buy savings bonds for the fu­ 
ture,” Friedman said in a re­ 
cent lecture here. “ If they tried 
to sell their own bonds on that 
basis, the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission would be 
after diem like a shot 
“ Every one of these people 
knows that anyone who has 
bought savings bonds in the 
past 10 years has hem taken to 


the cleaners.” 
Friedman said that interest 
on bonds has not kept up with 
inflation and that the original 
capital put in them buys less 
today. 


“ To add insult to injury, 
people must pay income taxes 
on the false interest," he said. 
He said savings bonds would 
be a good investment if the 
government not only paid inter­ 
est at maturity, but added, say. 
a cost-of-living index factor. 
“ That would be an honest is­ 
sue,” he said in a telephone in­ 
terview from Chicago. 
George Stinson, who w ill at­ 
tend 30 savings bonds kickoff 
dinners across the country the 
next two months, defended the 
bonds 
against 
Friedman’s 
charges. Stinson is the chair# 
man of the board of National 
Steel. 


“ From the standpoint of the 
country and the economy, .it’s 
important 
that 
government 
have this means of savings. 
They give the government a 
good stable base to build on 
and also provide a means of 
reaching the individual saver,” 
he said. 
A Pittsburgh bond counselor 
said, “ In terms of yield, sav­ 
ings bonds don’t offer enough. 
You can’t pledge them for 
loans or as collateral. But 
they’re one of the safest things 
on the market because the gov­ 
ernment backs it I buy a $100 
bond a month myself.”

FOR SOLAR ENERGY 
From The Kansas City Times 
On the roof of the George A. 
Towns elementary school 
in 
Atlanta are 12 rows of black 
aluminum panels, covered by 
safety 
glass, 
totaling 
10,000 
square feet of area. These are 
solar heat collectors and this is 
one of several schools in the 
nation where private industry — 
with government aid grants —is 
subjecting 
solar 
energy 
to 
operating tests in the “real- life" 
world. 
The Atlanta unit, placed in 
operation Nov. 26, is relatively 
simple. The sun-heated water 
which passes over the collectors 
provides the school with heat, 
air conditioning and warms the 
hot water supply. It ties into the 
school's existing gas-fired, hot- 
water heating system and on 
cloudy days the gas boiler is 
called into use or the system 
m ay fall back on hot water 
stored in three 15,000- gallon 
tanks buried in the lawn, water 
which holds usable heat for two 
days. 
The Westinghouse engineers 
on this project want to And out, 
for example, if rain will cleanse 
the collectors naturally orif they 
must be manually washed.

keep up with it, all federal 
agencies

sub­ 
contracting 
their 
orders

secrets to private industry. 
I visited one of these secret 
manufacturing 
factories 
the 
other day. It is called Hush Hush 
Ltc., and is located in a suburb 
outside Washington, D C. 
Arnold Zankel, 
one of the 
founders of the company, was 
my escort. 
“We’re going 24 hours a day,” 
he said proudly. “ Everyone in 
the government is desperate for 
secrets and they all need them 
immediately.” 
“I thought the CIA hearings 
and the disclosures about the 
FBI and the W atergate scandal 
would have hurt your business. ” 
“Au contraire,” said Zankel. 
“ As soon as a secret is revealed 
to the public, the agency in­ 
volved orders a new one to 
replace it. The demand for full 
disclosure of what the gover­ 
nment is up to has made every 
government department search 
for more sophisticated secrets 
that can’t be discovered. ” 
Zankel took me into a large 
room 
which 
was 
completely 
autom ated. 
There 
w ere 
machines typing up documents 
and other machines stamping 
them “Confidential.” 
“This is our bread and butter 
business,” he explained. “We 
supply 80 per cent of all the 
confidential papers used by the 
federal government.” 
“ How do they order them?” 
“By the ton. We might get a 
call from HEW 
or HUD and 
they’ll say we need three tons of 
confidential 
papers

“Don’t they specify what kind 
they w ant?" 
“No, confidential papers do 
not have a high rating in the 
government, but it does make 
die department look good to 
have them in their files.

A PR ACTIC AL TEST 
FOR SOLAR ENERGY 
From The Kansas City Times 
On the roof of the George A 
Towns elementary school in 
Atlanta are 12 rows of black 
aluminum panels, covered by 
safety 
glass, 
totaling 
10.000 
square feet of area These are 
solar heat collectors and this is 
one of several schools in the 
nation where private industry — 
with government aid grants —is 
subjecting 
solar 
energy 
to 
operating tests in the "real- life” 
world. 
The Atlanta unit, placed in 
operation Nov 26, is relatively 
simple The sun-heated water 
which passes over the collectors 
provides the school with heat, 
air conditioning and warms the 
hot water supply. It ties into the 
school's existing gas-fired, hot- 
water heating system and on 
cloudy days the gas boiler is 
called into use or the system 
may fall back on hot water 
stored in three 15,000- gallon 
tanks buried in the lawn, water 
which holds usable heat for two 
days. 
The Westinghouse engineers 
on this project want to find out, 
for example, if rain wiU cleanse 
the collectors naturally orif they 
must be manually washed. They 
need to know more, too, about 
the trickier technology of air 
conditioning with solar heat 
Dust and pollution inteference 
with 
the efficiency o the 
collectors in absorbing the sun's 
rays is a major obstacle to 
practical,

is the manufac­ 
turing of secrets In the past 20 
yeat 
the demand for secrets 
has 
increased 
tenfold 
and, 
because the government cannot 
keep up with it, all federal 
agencies 
are 
now 
sub­ 
contracting 
their orders for 
secrets to private industry 
I visited one of these secret 
manufacturing 
factories 
the 
other day. It is called Hush Hush 
Ltc , and is located in a suburb 
outside Washington, D C 
Arnold Zankei. one of the 
founders of the company, was 
my escort. 
"We re going 24 hours a day," 
he said proudly "Everyone in 
the government is desperate for 
secrets and they all need them 
immediately " 
"1 thought the CIA hearings 
and the disclosures about the 
FBI and the W atergate scandal 
would have hurt your business " 
"Au contraire," said Zankei 
"As soon as a secret is revealed 
to the public, the agency in­ 
volved orders a new one to 
replace it The demand for full 
disclosure of what the gover­ 
nment is up to has made every 
government department search 
for more sophisticated secrets 
that can’t be discovered " 
Zankei took me into a large 
room which was completely 
autom ated 
There 
were 
machines typing up documents 
and other machines stamping 
them "Confidential " 
"This is our bread and butter 
business," he explained "We 
supply 10 per cent of all the 
confidential papers used by the 
federal government " 
" How do they order them ? " 
"By the ton We might get a 
call from HEW or HUD and 
they'll say we need three tons of 
confidential 
papers 
for 
the 
week ** 
"Don't they specify whet kind 
they want'’" 
"No, confidential papers do 
not have a high rating in the 
government, but it does make 
the department look good to 
have them in their files 
So 
nobody really cares what's on 
them 
We just program our 
electric typewriters to type up 
anything that looks official, then 
we stamp them 'Confidential,' 
bale them In hundred pound 
packages, send them over by 
truck and throw them on the 
steps

“By the end of the year, there 
will be increases in domestic

Namely propachlor, propachlor 
plus atrazine and propazine. 
Propachlor 
(Ramrod 
or 
Bexton) is available as a 65 per 
cent wettable powder and 20 per 
cent granules. It is not as ef­ 
fective on broadleaved weeds as 
the other two but is a good grass 
killer. The wettable 
powder 
must be well agitated in the 
spray tank. Propachlor on light 
soils low in organic content may 
be leached below weed seed zone 
by heavy rains. 
Apply 3.9 t o 4.8 pounds-A of 


propachlor. Tha M0Nr rata 
should bt uaad m Mgh organic 
soils or In areas of baavy great 
and broadleaf wead infsatations. 
Propachlor + 
Atrazine is 
effective in controllti« most 
annual grasses and amall 
seeded broadleaf weeds. It la 
available as a packaged mix or 
can bo tank mixed.

;Propazin# (Milogard) controls 
most annual weeds but la not 
effective on oocklabur. Also, 
propazine is not tally affective if 
rainfall do« not occur soon 
after application.

We do not have as many

if used properly 
In Missouri, we have three 
pre-emergence 
(surface) 
treatments that we recommend 
Namely propachlor. propachlor 
plus atrazine and propazine 
Propachlor 
(Ramrod 
or 
Bexton) is available as a 65 per 
cent wettable powder and 20 per 
cent granules It is not as ef­ 
fective on broadleaved weeds as 
the other two but is a good grass 
killer 
The wettable 
powder 
must be well agitated in the 
spray tank Propachlor on light 
soils low in organic content may 
be leached below weed seed zone 
by heavy rains 
Apply 3 9 t o 4 8 pounds-A of 


propachlor 
The higher rate 
should be used on high organic 
soils or In areas of heavy grass 
and broadleaf weed infestations. 
Propachlor 
Atrazine is 
effective in controlling most 
annual grasses and small 
seeded broadleaf weeds It is 
available as a packaged mix or 
can be tank mixed Rates for the 
various soil types are given in 
MU guide 4348 or in label 
recommendations 
¡Propazine (Milogard) controls 
most annual weeds but Is not 
effective on cocklebur. Also, 
propazine if not fully effective if 
rainfall does not occur soon 
after application Com may be 
planted 12 months after treat­ 
ment Other crops should not be 
planted for 18 months following 
treatment Only sorghum can be 
replanted In soil previously 
treated with propazine

Liquid nitrogen is a good 
source of N to topdress with, and 
I, 4-D will do a good job of 
controlling garlic, vetch, etc. 
Liquid N sod 2, 4-D can be ap­ 
plied in combination to comerve 
energy and reduce expenses. 
However, In order for each 
chemical to perform correctly in 
combination,

Before mixing large quan­ 
tities of 2, 4-D and liquid N, the 
compatibility 
should

chucked. This can he done by 
mixing a small amount of each 
material in a quart jar. Shake 
the mixture and let stand a few 
minutes and note the reaction. If 
they separate or form a thick 
paste-like material, do not mix. 
All sources of 2,4-D do not react 
the same. Agitation in the tank 
will often keep the materials in 
suspension if separation is the 
only problem. 
Garlic is generally more severe 
on sandy soils and near the edge 
of fields. Farm ers should 
carefully inspect every wheat 
field and find out where the 
garlic is soon as weather per­ 
mits. Some garlicky wheat is 
still stored on farms because no 
one will buy it. One aerial bul- 
biet per pound of wheat is suf­ 
ficient contamination for the lot 
of grain to grade “garlicky". 
The number of garlic tulblets 
in wheat can be reduced con­ 
siderably by spraying with one- 
half to three-fourths pound of 2, 
4-D acid equivalent in the ester 
form per acre. This will also kill

The one-half pound rate 
is sufficient, if no garlic is 
present The amine form of 2,4- 
D can be used if no garlic is 
present. The amine form is less 
injurious to wheat, but will not 
do a desirable job on garlic. 
The low volatile ester form 
will drift less and penetrate 


downto garlic and onkms. This 
treatment will not kill garUc but 
wiD prevent most of the aerial 
bublet formation. It will cause 
pleats to droop over sufficiently 
so the combine will pass over, 
but not harvest bttblets that do 
form. 
Applications of 2, 44) can be 
applied from tillering to the boot 
stage. Do not apply before 
plants are four inches tall or 
during the boot to dough Mage. 
Yield can be severely reduced if 
2, 4-D is applied before,tillering 
or at jointing. 
Beat results can beexpectad If 
2,4-D is applied after tillering on 
warm, sunny days when the 
temperature is above 60 degrees 
and no rain Is expected for 12 
hours.

Alexander says he came to the

The report showed that the 16 
highest yielding corn hybrids 
have produced anaverage of 2. .2 
bushels per acre more than the 
16 hybrids most widely grown by 
Missouri farmers. 
“U you take that 22.2 bushels 
and multiply it by the $2.50 
harvest time price, you come up 
with $55.50 more profit per acre 
by using the better hybrid," 
notes Alexander. 
“Multiply that $55 50 by 250 
acres, and you have an extra 
$13,875 for a good Missouri corn 
producer. 
“Of course, we can’t expect to 
pick the best hybrids every 
year, because the top hybrid one 
year won’t necessarily be the 
top the next. But we can cer­ 
tainly expect a gain by selecting 
superior hybrids.’’ 


COLUMBIA—1A big question 
facing American farmers today 
is what is going to happen to 
exports.

Two years of good weather and 
we could face a net farm income 
of one-half that in 1973-74-75.” 
The agricultural economist 
spoke at an outlook session 
which was part of Ag Science 
Week on the UMC campus. 
Rhodes said export demand 
depends significantly on the size 
of 
the world grain 
crops, 
especially the Russian wheat 
crop. Russia produces almost 
one-third of the world's wheat- 
usually twice as much as the 
U.S. crop. The weather varies 
greatly in the Russian wheat- 
producing area. A crop failure 
can cut production by as much 
as one-half the total U.S. crop. 
The Russians usually absorb 
part of any crop failure by 
tightening their belt, according 
to Rhodes. They may at other 
times decide to build or reduce 
their grain reserves. 
“It’s always a question what 
they will do,” he said. 
Other factors which affect 
export demand are the mon­ 
soons in Southeast Asia, and new 
production in Brazil and other

“We were the open market 
while other countries decided to 
protect their stocks,” Rhodes 
said. 
Rhodes noted the massive 
change from a livestock to a 
crops economy in the U.S. Until 
1971, cash farm receipts usually 
ran about 60 per cent livestock, 
40 per cent crops. By 1974, the 
crop share had risen to about 55 
percent. 
The change reflected the jump 
in grain prices resulting from 
the increased demand for crops 
relative to livestock. Some of the 
change is temporary and will 
work itself out (cattle and hog 
feeding is increasing again). U 
all the change is temporary and 
export demand should go back 
to 1971 levels, some drastic price 
chaises are inevitable, Rhodes 
said.

HARIS (AP) - While many 
U.S. state lotteries are running 
into trouble, France’s weekly 
flutter is going from strength to 
strength and a new gambling 
game is to be introduced this 
year. 
“We felt there was a hole in 
our gambling structure that 
needed to be filled” said Claude 
Blondht, assistant lotteries di­ 
rector, “so we decided upon the 
Loto.” 
The game is simple, but die 
bettor can complicate it if he 
wishes. Basically the aim is to 
pick six numbers, between one 
and 49, to match a random se­ 
lection of 
numbered balls 
drawn from a whirling tumbler 
by lottery officials.' 
Players can combine various 
selections of six numbers to in­ 
crease their chances of getting 
all six correct — chances, Blon- 
din says, which are statistically 
very small. 
‘But if anyone Mts all six he 
will get a colossal payoff for 
his basic bet of two to three 
francs (34 to 51 U.S. cents) for 
two sets of six numbers,” Bloo- 
din adds. Three out of six num­ 
bers wiH pay off six to eight 
times the bet, but no figures 
can be estimated until the Loto 
starts. 
The game will begin in the 
greater Paris rtgioo in spring, 
and Blondin hopes it will be na­ 
tionwide within two years.

The U.S. Postal Sendee could 
save millions of dollars a year 
and provide better service by 
using computers to help design 
its truck routes, a Kansas State 
University economist says. 
Leonard W. Schruben, who 
has developed computerized 
routes for school buses as well 
as bakery, dairy and meat 
firms, based the estimate on an 
analysis he said indicates that 
his approach could save 180,000 
annually in die Topeka area. 
“Computerized routes would 
result in earlier mail delivery 
to many communities in the To­ 
peka mail distribution center,” 
he said Friday. “In no case 
would mail be delivered later 
than with manually designated 
routes.” 
He said his study, carried out 
with a graduate student as a 
practical study project, sug­ 
gests that the Postal Service 
might save nearly 1500,000 a 
year if computerized routing 
was used throughout Kansas. 
Extending the approach to all 
545 mail distribution centers in 
the United States might save as 
much as as 140 million a year, 
be estimated. 
Postal Service officials have 
estimated they will end the fis­ 
cal year June 30 with a record 
$1.4 billion deficit They say 
they are falling behind at a 
rate of $7 million a day. 
Schruben said the dispatchers 
who now design postal routes 
are ”a cut above the average,” 
and noted that a computerized 
system would assist, not re­ 
place, their work on a com­ 
plicated task. 
“A truck delivering to only 13 
post offices from any dis­ 
tribution facility can be routed 
more than three billion ways 
with no duplication,’’ he said. 
“Multiply the number of post 
offices by 10 and you get an 
Idea of the problems facing dis­ 
patchers who design routes 
manually In the Topeka cen­ 
ter.”

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One of the biggest local stories to come out of 
1975 was the closing of the Shoe Factory. The 
Shoe 
Factory was arr Important part of 
Sikeston's economy for more than fifty years, 
and no commentary on Sikeston's history would 
be complete without a' look at how it all got 
started. 
On March 6,1923, D.B. Smith, manager of the 
International 
Shoe 
Factory in Cape, and 
representing the factory headquarters, made a 
proposal to the Sikeston Chamber of Commerce. 
"We will build a shoe factory In Sikeston 
employing about 600 people and expending for 
wages within ten years the sum of $1,400,000 If 
the people of Sikeston will give $70,000 toward the 
building of the factory," Smith said. 
Sikeston immediately accepted the offer, and 
began a scheme to raise the money. Fifty-five 
acres of land was bought, subdivided into town 
lots, streets and alleys, and sold to the public. 
The land was between Greer and Kathleen, 
running east from what Is now South Main, to 
Pine Street. The lots were laid out in 50 by 120 
foot plots, and sold for $300.00 each. In the words 
of the Chamber of Commerce, there was not "an 
Baldwin 
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undesirable spot in the entire tract". 
One hundred and twenty four lots were sold the 
first day, and all were sold within a week. The 
last lot sold was bought by D.B. Smith, 
Superintendent of the Cape Girardeau factory, 
who had requested that the 1st lot be reserved for 
him. That lot sale took place at 4:30 on the 15th of 
March, and when it happened ail the mill 
whistles in the city were sounded in celebration 
On the 21st of March, officials of the show 
company met with J.L. Matthews, A.C. Sikes 
and L.M. Stallcup, and signed the contract. A 
payment of $10,000.00 was made to the company 
officials and the balance was held to be 
disbursed as the factory progressed. 
The site was located for the factory, and the 
plans for the building were disclosed. The shoe 
factory promised to meet their initial promise or 
return the $70,000.00 to the city of Sikeston. 
As construction began on the shoe factory, 
however, Sikeston faced another problem. The 
problem was one of housing shortage. 
Even before the factory was secured, Sikeston 
was experiencing a period of rapid growth, and 
had far outstripped the housing supply. The plan 
the Chamber of Commerce used to raise the 
money then, was a sound one in every way, 
because there was an urgent need for new 
homes. 
A small problem developed however. The land 
which had been purchased and divided into lots 
was currently under cultivation. The farmer who 
was renting the land wanted to wait until his crop 
was in before he relinquished it. Finally the 
decision was made to charge each lot holder two 
dollars more, and thus provide the farmer with 
compensation for his crops. The property owners 
agreed, the farmer agreed, and that was done. 
It had been the intention of the development to 
leave a large area open in the center of the 
project for a park. But the demand for new 
housing was so great that all the land was used 
and the projected park never developed. 
Sikeston was blessed with some far-sighted 
men and 
though 
"city engineering" was 
practically 
an unheard of program, a city 
planner was invited from Houston, Texas to 
discuss the growth of the town. The city planner 
was C.D. Coghlan, and he advised Sikeston to 
avoid an isolated factory district, and to charge 
reasonable rental rates to the factory employees 
who arrived. 
Construction of new houses kept pace with the 
construction of the shoe factory,* and on 
December 21, 1923, the Shoe Factory held its 
formal opening.

REFLECTIONS 


One of the biggest local stories to come out of 
1975 was the closing of the Shoe Factory. The 
Shoe 
Factory 
was 
an 
important 
part 
of 
Sikeston's economy for more than fifty years, 
and no commentary on Sikeston's history would 
be complete without a look at how it all got 
started. 
On March 6, 1923, D.B Smith, manager of the 
International 
Shoe 
Factory 
in 
Cape, 
and 
representing the factory headquarters, made a 
proposal to the Sikeston Chamber of Commerce. 
“We will build a shoe factory in Sikeston 
employing about 600 people and expending for 
wages within ten years the sum of $1,400,000 if 
the people of Sikeston will give $70,000 toward the 
building of the factory," Smith said. 
Sikeston immediately accepted the offer, and 
began a scheme to raise the money. Fifty five 
acres of land was bought, subdivided into town 
lots, streets and alleys, and sold to the public. 
The land was between Greer and Kathleen, 
running east from what is now South Main, to 
Pine Street. The lots were laid out in 50 by 120 
foot plots, and sold for $300.00 each. In the words 
of the Chamber of Commerce, there was not "an 
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undesirable spot in the entire tract". 
One hundred and twenty four lots were sold the 
first day, and all were sold within a week. The 
last 
lot sold was bought by 
O.B. 
Smith, 
Superintendent of the Cape Girardeau factory, 
who had requested that the 1st lot be reserved for 
him. That lot sale took place at 4:30 on the 15th of 
March, and when It happened all the mill 
whistles in the city were sounded in celebration 
On the 21st of March, officials of the show 
'company met with J.L. Matthews, A.C. Sikes 
and L.M, Stallcup, and signed the contract. A 
payment of $10,000.00 was made to the company 
officials and the balance was held to be 
disbursed as the factory progressed. 
The site was located for the factory, and the 
plans for the building were disclosed. The shoe 
factory promised to meet their initial promise or 
return the $70,000.00 to the city of Sikeston. 
As construction began on the shoe factory, 
however, Sikeston faced another problem. The 
problem was one of housing shortage. 
Even before the factory was secured, Sikeston 
was experiencing a period of rapid growth, and 
had far outstripped the housing supply. The plan 
the Chamber of Commerce used to raise the 
money then, was a sound one in every way, 
because there was an urgent need for new 
homes. 
A small problem developed however. The land 
which had been purchased and divided into lots 
was currently under cultivation. The farmer who 
was renting the land wanted to wait until his crop 
was in before he relinquished it. Finally the 
decision was made to charge each lot holder two 
dollars more, and thus provide the farmer with 
compensation for his crops. The property owners 
agreed, the farmer agreed, and that was done. 
It had been the intention of the development to 
leave a large area open in the center of the 
project for a park. But the demand for new 
housing was so great that all the land was used 
and the projected park never developed 
Sikeston was blessed with some far sighted 
men 
and

an unheard of program, a city 
planner was invited from Houston, Texas to 
discuss the growth of the town. The city planner 
was C O. Coghlan, and he advised Sikeston to 
avoid an isolated factory district, and to charge 
reasonable rental rates to the factory employees 
who arrived.

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The Woody Guthrie legend 
Bound for glory again?

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
David Carradine is known for 
being somewhat (a) flaky, (b) 
offbeat or (c) eccentric. You 
may choose your own adjec­ 
tive. He's also a little too tall 
for the part of Woody Guthrie, 
but here he is, playing Woody 
in United Artists’ ambitious 
film biography of the all-time 
great folk singer. 
How come? 
I asked co-producer Robert 
Blumofe about the casting of 
Carradine as Guthrie in the 
film they're calling "Bound 
For Glory." 
"Hal and I," Blumofe said, 
referring to his director, Hal 
Ashby, "decided Woody was 
short, so we needed an un-tail 
actor. Then David’s agent 
called and said he wanted to 
play the part. 
"We said, no way, he’s too 
tall. But as a favor to the 
agent, Hal and I agreed to see 
David He was right for the 
part — but he was six inches 
too tall. Guthrie was a short 
man, only about 5’6". 
"But David was otherwise 
so right for the part. He sings, 
he plays the guitar, he looks 
like an Okie and he was 
dedicated to the part. And we 
knew he was a fine actor." 
Producers Blumofe and 
Harold Leventha! and director 
Ashby agonized over the 
problem for a while. Then 
they realized that there were 
probably only a very few die­ 
hard Guthrie fans who knew 
how tall he was. 
"We had to tell ourselves," 
Blum ofe says, “ th a t we 
w e re n 't d ealin g w ith a 
legend." 
As for Carradine being (A) 
flaky, (b) offbeat or (c) 
eccentric, that quality was 
good for Guthrie Woody had 
been something of the same 
s o r t. A shby s a y s th a t 
C a rra d in e has been no 
problem during the shooting.

"So we got a younger view­ 
point. We got a screenplay by 
Robert Getchell, a man in his 
early 30s who had written 
Alice Doesn't Live Here Any 
More.’ 


"Actually, the majority of 
the public probably won’t 
know th e n am e. Woody 
Guthrie. The only ones who 
know him will be a small 
number of his cult followers. 
We damn well better tell who 
he is in the script. Ami we 
do."
